These improvements, 
coupled with extraordinary talent, invite the young-and the 
young at heart.

His most 
recent album, appropriately 
called Sideman Serenade was 
released in 1989. The album 
pays tribute to musicians who 
have played the role of side- 
man. The album features ap- 
pearances by Dr. John, David 
Lindley, Jackson Browne and 
John Sebastian, among others.

blues, which came to be known 
as soul music. In the late ’60s, 
MGM appointed Solomon presi- 
dent of MBM Records and Tele- 
vision Productions. His exten- 
sive experience in the enter- 
tainment business and in the 
ministry rewarded him with a 
successful three-year television 
series and branched into mo- 
tion picture scoring. In the 
‘70s he was given a lifetime 
appointment as bishop of the 
church founded by his grand- 
mother. Under his leadership, 
House of God For All People and 
the Worldwide Centers of Life 
and Truth have launched cam- 
paigns against hunger, the 
homeless, child abuse and drug

With South African troops now 
gone, and neighboring 
Namibia's independence, Ango- 
lans are now beginning to 
rebuild their country. Inde- 
pendence seems to have 
brought about a cultural ren- 
aissance in Angola as artists 
such as the Kafala Brothers 
begin to explore and develop a 
specific Angolan identity pre- 
viously suppressed or demoted 
by the Portuguese. Moises and 
Jose Kafala have become ambas- 
sadors for Angolan culture 
travelling extensively to Cuba, 
Europe and other parts of Af- 
rica. The Kafalas will be joined 
by Beto Gurgel also on guitar 
and tifala (flute). 
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James Keelaghan’s music is 
shaped by history, not just the 
kind he studied at the Univer- 
sity of Calgary, but the kind of 
stories heard around the supper 
table. It was during his years as 
a student that James began 
composing songs and playing 
the folk scene in Calgary.

Rooted in folk and traditionai 
music and influenced by classi- 


cal forms as well as pop, jazz 
and blues, the trio Metamora 
plays its own original brand of 
acoustic music. Blending over 
a dozen instruments from the 
very old (concertina, fiddle, 
wooden flute and guitar) to the 
very new (synthesizer), and 
with innovative arrangements 
for voice, Metamora has de- 
lighted crowds from coast to 
coast. Metamora grew out of 
the partnership of Malcom 
Dalgish and Grey Larsen in 
1975. In 1982 they were joined 
by Vermont fiddler and song- 
writer Pete Sutherland and 
soon took the name Metamora. 
Two all instrumental albums 
followed, one won the 1987 New 
Age Album. In early 1989, 
Malcolm left the band to pursue 
a solo career. Martin Simpson, 
one of Britain’s most highly 
regarded guitarists joined 
Metamora. Simpson brings 
many new sounds to the trio 
with his talents on finger-style

A fifth-generation Canadian, 
Faith Nolan was born in Nova 
Scotia in a predominantly Black 
community whose cultural roots 
are similar to those in the 
southern states. Although 
raised in Toronto, she has re- 
mained close to her Nova Sco- 
tian ancestry. Music may well 
be in her blood as her mother is 
a drummer. Her late father was 
a musician and her sister plays 
in a band. As a singer, composer 
and musician, her style ranges 
from folk to blues, to jazz, with a 
taste of funk and reggae. Her 
songs deal with a range of 
issues including Canadian Black 
history and heritage, feminism, 
worker's issues and children’s 
rights. An accomplished musi- 
cian who plays slide guitar, 
tambourine and harmonica in 
the earliest blues tradition, 
Faith also possesses a silky voice 
that wraps itself around a song. 
Concerns about racism, sexism 
and class conflict fill her music 
with a firm sense of the need

ACCESSIBILITY FOR 
THE HARD OF HEARING 


This year we will provide a new service to 
make the festival accessible to the hard of 
hearing. The main stage will be equipped 


with a phonic ear and an induction loop 
system. The FM 


system will be 
rotated amongst the 
smaller stages 
during the work- 
shops. Consult your 
workshop schedule 
and look for the 
hearing access sym- 
bol. 





The FM system uses a radio transmitter 
connected to the stage PA system. The 
stage sound is broadcast on a special 
radio frequency and the hard of hearing 
user listens on a receiver provided by the 
festival. Receivers can be connected to 
your hearing aid in some cases. 


Receivers can be picked up at the infor- 
mation booth near the main stage. A 
driver's licence or credit card will be 
required as a deposit. 


The induction loop system is an antenae 
wire placed directly in front of the sound 
control board for the main stage. If you 
use a hearing aid that has a T-switch 
(telecoil) you can set your aid to the “T” 
position and sit in the area immediately 
in front of the main stage sound board. 
Your hearing aid will act as a receiver, 
no other equipment is required. 


These hearing access systems are being 
provided by Mike Keeping of Crystal 
Clear Assistive Devices. Mike will be on 
site during the festival to assist users 
and answer questions.

Peter Rowan's diverse talent 
has crossed many musical 
boundaries. As a songwriter, he 
has penned such hits as Panama 
Red, L.A. Cowboy, Land of the 
Navajo and Free Mexican Air- 
force. His career began when 
he was chosen by Bill Monroe 
as lead singer and rhythm 
guitarist for the Bluegrass Boys. 
Expanding his horizons, Peter 
joined with mandolinist David 
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PETRO-CANADA JOINS IN THE FUL 
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Grisman to form Earth Opera, a 
blending of acoustic and elec- 
tric music that stressed im- 
provisation. Peter moved to 
California and formed Seatrain 
with Richard Greene. This five- 
man ensemble became a major 
rock attraction and toured 
extensively for five years.

Along with 
Richard Greene, Clarence 
White, David Grisman and Bill 
Keith, Peter recorded the still 
sought after Muleskinner al- 
bum. Peter went on to record 
Old & In the Way with Vassar 
Clements and David Grisman, 
and the Grateful Dead's Jerry 
Garcia. Combining rock and 
bluegrass that eventually be- 
came Peter’s trademark, Peter 
formed The Free Mexican Air- 
force which recorded two al- 
bums. His continued musical 
evolution led to rockabilly. In 
1988, he recorded the grammy- 
nominated New Moon Rising 
with the acclaimed Nashville

Koko Taylor earned her title, 
Queen of the Blues, in the 
tough, male-dominated blues 
world. Taking her gritty music 
from tiny Chicago clubs to 
festivals, network radio, TV 
performances and the silver 
screen, she has received every 
honor the blues has to offer. 
She consistently sells more 
records than any other female 
blues artist. The Chicago Trib- 
une calls her “the hardest 
working lady in show business 
today.” She averages over 200 
live appearances every year. 
Koko’s won more awards than 
any other female artist. In 
1984, she won a Grammy for 
“Best Blues Recording” and has 
received Grammy nominations 
for seven of her last eight 
albums. The blues community’s 
highest honor, the W.C. Handy 
Award has gone to Koko 10 
times, more times than any 
Other artist. Born and raised on 
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Hans Theessink and Jon Sass 


a sharecropper’s farm near 
Memphis, Koko developed her 
vocal style from a potent mix- 
ture of blues and gospel influ- 
ences.

In 1972, 
after years of singing with 
Chicago's Blues legends, Koko 
formed her own group, The 
Blues Machine.

Bo Diddley calls Hans

3X the Blues 


Since making their debut in 
May 1989, Edmonton's 3 X the 
Blues, have been making quite 
a name for themselves on the 
local scene. Originally formed 
as a trio devoted to the classic 
sound of Muddy Waters’ delta 
blues, the act has now expanded 
to a four-member unit, incorpo- 
rating some original material 
with well-known rock'n'roll 
gems that have been rear- 
ranged with a decidedly bluesy 
feel, 3 X The Blues is? Larry 
Lever, vocals and guitar; Roger 
Stanley, guitar; Peter Hohn, 
drums; and John Oldham, bass. 


Country singer-songwriter 
Laura Vinson began per- 
forming professionally in the 
mid-1970s. Her songwriting has 
earned in a great deal of radio 
and television exposure, as well

as many awards. She was twice- 
nominated for a Juno. Laura 
was raised in the Rocky Moun- 
tain community of Brule, and 
now lives in Edmonton. She has 
been described by many as the 
true product of the North 
American melting pot; her 
genetic heritage includes Cree, 
English, French-Canadian and 
Cherokee. At one time Laura 
was interested in teaching, and 
holds her degree in education. 
Her appearances include Expo 
86, Big Valley Jamboree, and 
festivals in Holland and Den- 
mark. Her band includes Dave 
Martineau, steel and lead guitar, 
dobro, and vocals; Paul 
Martineau, drums and vocals; 
Randy Hillman, bass and vocals; 
and Tony Michael, violin, man- 
dolin and vocals. 
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Papa Wemba 


A major star in his native Zaire 
and in Paris, Papa Wemba 
describes his music as rumba- 
rock. His influences are as 
diverse as James Brown, Otis 
Redding and Zairean star Tabu 
Ley, but his biggest influence 
was his mother. She was a 
“wailer” at funeral wakes, 
which may explain his pen- 
chant for melancholy melodies. 
A self-professed “rebel” Papa's 
first singing role was in the 
'70s with a band of decadent 
youths who created a subcul- 
ture in Zaire, akin to the British 
punk movement. In the late 
‘70s, a time when European 
fashions were officially 
frowned upon, Papa Wemba 
turned up on TV in pseudo- 
colonial dress; loose fitting 
jacket, baggy shorts and a pith 
helmet. Overnight, he became 
the most talked about star in 
Zaire. He has spawned a legion 
of style-conscious fans, Les 
Sapeurs, whose name derives 
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from Papa's word play - Societe 
des Ambianceurs et Personnes 
d’Elegances. The Sapeurs creed 
revolves around being dressed 
to the nines. Papa Wemba 
moved to Paris, not for high 
fashion, but to make his music 
more accessible to an interna- 
tional audience.

This hand-on 
approach will help to bring about a clear 
understanding of our relationship with and 
responsibility to the animals with whom we 
share the planet. 


To further educate and entertain, Alberta

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Birthplace of the blues 





In the 1940s and ’50s, scores of 
black musicians with nothing but 
their dreams and harmonicas left the 
bayous of the South to work the 
nightclubs and street corners of 
Chicago’s Seuth Side. 


Their doleful storytelling merged 
with the basso backbeats of the 
urban North to create the Chicago 
blues - a raw, lean, thunder-in-your- 
bones kind of music, which became 
to Chicago what jazz is to New 
Orleans. 


The sound became world-famous 
after the nightclub owners, Leonard 
and Phil Chess, seeking to capture 
the live nightclub sound on records, 
started a studio where they recorded 
struggling street musicians whom 
major labels has rejected. 


Muddy Waters, Bo Diddley and 
hundreds of other blues artists 
passed through the doors of Chess 
Records. The studio became an 
incubator for modern black music 
and a mecca for blues lovers. 


Last May, the two-storey terra cotta- 
and-brick building where Chuck 
Berry recorded Johnny B. Goode, 
officially became a Chicago land- 
mark. A group of blues lovers is 
now planning to turn the building 
into a museum with a working 
studio. 


Music historians say that the music 
which emerged from the Chess 
Studios not only inspired an earlier 
generation of rock’n’roll groups, but 
also had a lasting effect on what is 
played these days.

The Soynds of Afrigea 


mbDaqanga! 


By Alex Varty 


The music of Africa - varied as its 
lands and its peoples — ranges from 
ritual drumming to men’s choirs and 
light, danceable pop. 


Anyone looking for a definition of 
African music can only conclude 
that it is music made by Africans. 
There is no one “African music” just 
as there is no one “American mu- 
sic.” 


Africa is a massive continent, home 
to a wealth and diversity of regional 
Cultures: every tribal grouping, every 
linguistic division and every socio- 
economic caste seems to have its 
own indigenous musical style. But it 
is important to remember that 
whatever the global information 
networks are promoting as “African 
music” is only, at best, a small piece 
of the challenging, beautiful and 
sometimes enigmatic puzzle that 
African musical cultures offer West- 
ern ears. 


In the Western popular imagination, 
African music is the drum. The drum 
dominates only a few African music 
styles, and those are largely based 
in ceremony or ritual. More central 
to the everyday African musical 
experience is the voice. 


From Tunis, in the Islamic north to 
Port Elizabeth, in the Christian south, 


chimyPrenga! 


from sophisticated Dakar in the west 
to the impoverished Somali nomads 
of the east, Africans sing with a full- 
throated passions and fluidity that 
comes as a delightful shock to 
those of us raised on the nasal 
wheezings of most northern folk or 
country performers.

Perhaps this is a product of the 
environment. Though we only hear 
of Africa when dreadful things 
happen there - coups, plagues, 
famines - for the most part the 
continent is blessed with sun and 
fair weather. And so much of the 
African’s social life is conducted out 
of doors, where singing sounds best. 
In many tribal cultures, there are 
songs for every occasion, songs for 
field work, for the marketplace, for 
travelling, for children’s games, for 
relaxing at home. 


From the general to the specific, 
let’s look at some of the musical

styles you'll hear once you start 
investigating African music. 


South African music is very much in 
vogue, thanks largely to Paul 
Simon‘s Graceland, which success- 
fully expropriated Zulu men’s choirs 
and mbaqanga rhythms to enliven 
the pop singer’s rather dry vocal 
delivery. 


Though many black South African 
popular musicians spend their time 
making inferior copies of American 
funk sounds, those with a greater 
connection fo rural, traditional life 
have come up with a kind of Zulu 
rock that is spare, stripped-down, 
and hard-hitting. Not unlike Chi- 
cago blues in its naked emotional 
force, yet far more hummable, 
mbagqanga must rank as one of the 
world’s great popular styles. And 
the dozens of a capella groups take 
South African melodies - and the 
primacy of the voice - to even 
greater peaks, drawing from tradi- 
tional chants and the European 
hymns to forge a style that is as 
smooth and powerful as the best 
black American gospel. 


Though many South African musi- 
cians claim to be apolitical, music 
plays a major part in the freedom 
struggle. Protest songs keep the 
spirits up and spread the news of 
events not reported in the heavily 
censored mass media. 
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A step nomn, in Zimbabwe, the 
rhythms are lighter, the messages 
more hopeful, and bands with 
names like the Marxist Brothers have 
“top ten” singles. contemporary 
Zimbabwean pop is largely inspired 
by the pioneering efforts of one 
man: guitarist/singer/composer 
Thomas Mapfumo, whose 
“chimurenga” sound combines a 
deep, reggaeish bass and drum 
pulse with light, skittering guitars 
playing contrapuntal melodies 
often transcribed directly from 
traditional Shona mbira thumb- 
piano) music. Mapfumo hit upon 
this pleasing combination during 
the Zimbabwean war of independ- 
ence. Though writing for Rhodesian 
state radio programs, he used ironic 
parables and cleverly phrased 
ambiguities to beam coded mes- 
sages of support for Robert 
Mugabe’s freedom fighters out into 
the countryside. Mapfumo’s use of 
traditional tunes in a modern con- 
text also had a political impact, 
helping Zimbabweans look at their 
own cultural heritage as a source of 


strength and pride rather than as an 
antiquated, hickish embarrassment. 
Mapfumo remains one of 
Zimbabwe's most important musi- 
cians, and is a major influence on 
such popular acts as the Bhundu 
Boys and the Four Brother, whom 
you'll hear at this festival. 


Zairean soukois is probably the 
nearest thing to any sort of pan- 
African musical phenomenon. A 
light, seductive dance music, ele- 
gant and restrained yet powerfully 
soulful, soukous is popular through- 
out Central Africa, huge in Paris, 
and highly influential in the French 
Caribbean, where the soukous- 
inflected “zouk” sound is all the 
rage. This is doubly, for soukous is 
the result of the meeting of African 
guitar styles with Cuba’s horn-driven 
rhumbas and mambos, during the 
1950s. the rhythms that fuelled the 
Cuban craze were originally ex- 
ported to the Caribbean with the 
slaves abducted from West Africa 
some centuries before.

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Soukous is a sleek, glossy music, 
romantic and extroverted in a 
typically Latin fashion. Soukous 
musicians show exquisite taste when 
playing behind a singer, crafting 
polyrhythmic webs around simple 
sets of chord changes. But when 
they‘re allowed to step out, after 
the vocal choruses, they'll sizzle with 
firey, jazzy solos and doubletime 
tempos. Dancers love soukous, and 
it’s not surprising that it is the music 
of choice in discos and bars 
throughout much of the continent. 


Soukous is gradually gaining a 
following in North America, too, but 
it is still not as well Known here as 
Nigeria‘s juju music, popularized 
throughout the English-speaking 
would by King Sunny Ade’s sparkling 
performances and recordings.

Juju’s almost psychedelic lead 
guitars are a natural lure for the 
rock-oriented listener, but they‘re 
largely ornamental in function. The 
talking drums provide the real core 
of the music, rapping out coded 
messages that supplement or 
underscore the lyrics. 


Talking drums are also important in 
the contemporary music of Sene- 
gal, Mali and Gambia. Though not 
as essential to the music as they are 
in Nigerian styles, they add an 
element of historical continuity to 
the recordings and concert ap- 
pearances of such internationally 
acclaimed figures as Youssou 
N‘Dour and Salif Keita. The current 
pop styles from Senegambia are as 
sophisticated and attractive as any 
music being made anywhere. this 
should not be surprising given that 
these countries are part of an area 
where playing music has been the 
near-exclusive right of an hereditary 
caste of professional musicians for 
generations. 


These griots are simultaneously 


revered as possessors of great, even 
magical musical and spiritual gifts, 
and outcast, as practitioners of arts 
frowned upon by the mullahs of 
Islam. The griots form a link to the 
older animistic beliefs displaced by 
Mohammedanism some centuries 
ago, and yet they echo the 
muezzin’s cry in their wailing, keen- 
ing vocal styles. their instruments 
and even some of their songs have 
ancient pedigrees, yet they retain, 
to our ears, a miraculous freshness. 
The griot tradition is still growing and 
it still exerts a powerful influence 
infuluence on West African culture 
and on those Western musicians, 
including such jazz artists as Don 
Cherry and the World Saxophone 
Quartet’s Julius Hemphill, who have 
studied it. 


North of the lands of the griofs lie 
the sands of the Sahara, and be- 
yond them the great crescent- 
shaped expanse of Arabic Africa.
